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Sri Gopala Dasaru 
(Bhaktiyalli Bhaaganna) 


A prominent Saint from Haridasa tradition, aparoksha jnaani, 
great astrologer, MahaThyaagi, ardent devotee of GuruRayaru, 
one who has expanded divine term RAGHAVENDRA, believed to 
be Sri VigneswaraAmsha, one who has shown SriHari 
dhanyopasana/Bimbopasana krama, Sri GopalaDasaru. 


Born in Mosarakallu village of Raichur district in Karnataka 
state, his original name was Bhaganna. A contemporary of Sri 
Vijaya Dasaru & Sri Jagannatha Dasaru. 
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Initiated into Haridasa Deekshe by Sri Vijayadasaru, Sri Gopala 
Dasaru played significant role in spreading philosophy of 
Dvaita/Tattvavada for novice understanding. 
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Attained Gayatri mantra siddhi, was well-versed in Bhoota- 
Bhavishyat-Vartamana kalajnana, wrote more than 1000 
keertanas/Suladis. 
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Sri GopalaDasaru's prowess in Jyotishya shastra was such that, 
He was able to read/foretell a person’s seven Janamas (births) 
preceding & succeeding. 


Gopala Dasaru, the one who has donated 40 years of his 
Aayudhaaya (as per directions of Sri Vijaya Dasaru) that has 
not only saved Sri Jagannatha Dasaru (Srinivasacharya) from 
an incurable ailment, gave him longevity but also facilitated Sri 
Jagannatha Dasaru to write his magnum-opus Sri 
HarikKathaAmruthaSaara. 
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A great devotee of Sri GuruRayaru, Sri GopalaDasaru spelled 
out the significance of the divine term RAAGHAVENDRA 


Sri Puranadara Dasaru, Sri Vijaya Dasaru, Sri Jagannatha 
Dasaru and Sri Gopala Dasaru together are called Daasa 
Chatushtaya - the four stalwarts of Haridasa tradition who 
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played a significant role in spreading the philosophy of Hari 
sarvottama - Vaayu Jeevottama; 


" Bhaktiyalli Bhaganna..." - Sri Gopaladasaru and his writings

Uttanoor Rushikulottama, Sri Gopala Dasaru (1722-1762) -

Additional information (sangraha) 


Sri Jagannatha Dasaru was the celebrated disciple-cum- 
beneficiary of largess of Gopaladasaru. As per the legend, on 
advise of Vijayadasaru, Gopaladasaru parted away 40 years 
of life with Jagannathadasa at Tirumala (estimated to be ina 
Brahmotsava conducted in c.1754). 
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As a result of donating 40 years of lifespan, Gopaladasaru left 
his mortal coil in c.1761/62 at Uttanur. Before leaving the 
mortal world, Gopaladasaru told his brothers that he will be 
reincarnating in the same village & hence his bones shouldn't 
be immersed in Ganga River. 


He told that the immersion will be done by him only in next 
birth. As per this soothsaying, his brothers buried the bones at 
the outskirts of the village. This placed is now called as ‘asti 
puShkariNi' o& da, Se3 


Sri Gopaladasa's writings throw a lot of light on the life in 18th 
c. His anguish over decline in Dharmik values due to advent of 
Kali is quite vocal. Similarly, his writings teach aspects of 
tattvavAda, bhakti, vairAgya, gurusEva etc. & methods to 
imbibe them. 
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
